These laws give the Board of Wardens no addi-
tional anthority, but enable them mcre effectively to

dally loquirtes are made at this oMce for the ton-
nage or draft of water concerning some vessel of
which we possess Do registry, Under the old law,
vessels, on refusing to obey the harsor regulations,
the remedy was by & warrant and hearing, which
genorally took elght to ten days, before whieh time
the vessels left ports This law compels an imme-
diate hearing, so that if one vessel (8 incommoding
another, or wlll not move to let her out of a berth,
or, having been Bix days at a wharf, will not go out-
Blde; this LIl give an effectual and immediate
remedy.

Again:—Last year some vessals essaped quaran-
tine with yellow fever en board, and were s)me
time in the city before discovery. If this bill had
been in force then, these vessela wonld have been
sent back within tweuty-four hours,

There 18 nothing in these laws in relation to fees,
and it (s astonishing that the Board of Trade should
have taken an ex parte stutement of this bill withont
asking information of the Board of Wardens or Its
omMcers, 1f the fees as at present existing, and which
have beeu charged by the board since 183 creation,
should still be pald, it would not average §10 per
year on the vessels arriving at this port ceastwise;
and if, as 18 possible, this fee I8 reduced one.

these vessels are recelving constant atten-
tion, the channel of the vriver 8 Kept

open for thelr accommodation, the docks are kept
dredged aud the wharves unobstracted, and they
can and do command any additionsl services with-
out cost to them. This bill has been favored by the
North Awerlcan, Inquirer, and Press, and when
properly cuforeed will be of great service to onr
commercin! interests. The Board of Wardens is
composed of gentlemen who serve the city gratui-
toansly; they have lts Interests of our commerce at
heart, and desire the improvement, but they are
bound to enforce the laws of this Commonwealth,
and will not be interfered with or dictated to by a
few men who seek to control the harbor of Phila-
delphia themeelves, and desire to ignore and abollsh
the Board of WWardens and the officers of the port,
